thoughts and wating? even suffering has no 
longer power to a us, our tears cease to 
flow, though the heart within is breaking. 


DREAD OF DEATH 

Is a common symptom in nervous diseases, 
and is here considered with regard to its influ- 
ence on health. In these cases, it seems rather 
to spoil life than to destroy it, ‘ Not only the 
child, but even the young man, till thirty, never 
feels that he is mortal; but after forty, inan’s 
thoughts are much occupied by the inevitable 
prospect, and most of us have our little crops of 
congolatien to protect us from the fear-of it.— 
Those of authors come out in their woras, One 
of the most remarkable is a little essay on death, 
by Lord Bacon; not that in his essays, but to- 
wards the end of his works near his will. The 
curate of a London parish, who has great expe- 
rience of death-bed scenes, was asked how peo- 
ple getferally meet their end. And the answer 
was, ‘either they wish for it as a relief from 
suffering, or they are not conscious of it.’ Even 
Dr. Johason, who dreaded death so much at a 
distance, seoms to have feared it as jittle on its 
arrival as other people; and we believe, that to 
many persons with right views, who have had a 
liberal allowance of sickness and sorrow, death 
becomes an object not so much of apprehension 
as of curiosity and interest. This state of mind 
is not only necessary for our comfort during 
health, but for our safety during sickness. One 
of the most able physicians alive once said, that 
in the most dangerous illness, cateris paribus, 
a christian would have a better chance of reco-

IMPORTANT CUSTOMS REGULATION BILL. 


The following remarks apply to a bill now pass- 
wg through the House, alteriug the duties on 
certam commodities, and, more particularly, on 
two articles, the chief produce of the U. States. 
Let it be premised, that the heavy :ariff inflicted 
by America will cause immense smuggling of 
Brtwh manufactures through the Canadas into 
the United States, and which the extensive tract 
of country will render it impossible to prevent. 
Let it also be premised, that, for the encourage- 
teat of such smuggling, and the employment of 
British ships, a return cargo from the Canadas is 
mdispensable.—Now, as by treaties we cannot 
levy a duty on United States’ produce, unless as 
jugh a duty be levied on such produce from the 
most favoured nations, Government have, there- 
fore, selected the two staple articles, Cotton and 
Tobacco, and by lowering the duty on States’ 
Cotton and Tobacco, coming from the British 
Possessions, this return of cargo is likely to be 
effected: again, as a facility to the cheap intro- 
duction of produce from the United States into 
the Canadas, the United States themselves have, 
of late years, by means of canals, &c. chalked 
out the road; and if Tobacco and Cotton come 
mio the British possessions, where they may be 
Warehoused for re-exportation, none other but 
British vessels can import them from thence into 
tus country.
